TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LLANGEFNI  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Llangefni  Urban  District  for  the  year  1945. 

This  market  town  in  which  the  County  Administrative  Offices  are 
situated  is  also  the  recognised  centre  for  the  agricultural  industry 
and  the  meeting  place  of  various  organisations  in  the  county.  So 
that  although  the  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  in  1945 
was  only  1700  the  influx  of  people  into  the  town  placed  an  added 
responsibility  on  the  Local  Authority,  Furthermore,  during  the  first 
half  of  the  year  evacuees  from  Liverpool  and  the  London  area  were  still 
billeted  in  the  district  and  the  proximity  of  Llangefni  to  the 
Mona  R. A. F. Station  also  brought  more  people  into  the  town. 

The  prevalance  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  (with  2 deaths)  was  a cause 
of  much  anxiety,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  emphasize 
the  need  for  still  more  vigilance  by  all  concerned  and  the  vital 
necessity  that  all  children  should  receive  prophylactic  injections 
against  diphtheria  in  early  infancy  and  later  on  reaching  school  age. 
This  simple  treatment  is  free  and  is  readily  available  for  all  children. 

Otherwise  the  health  of  the  District  was  generally  good. 

You  will  note  from  the  statistics  that  the  number  of  notifications 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  low  and  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 


The  death  rate  from  Cancer  was  higher  than  from  any  other  cause. 

'The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (under  1 year)  is  unfortunately 
high.  It  should  however  be  realized  that  where  the  number  of  births 
is  small,  rates  per  1000  births  may  be  misleading. 

The  town  was  free  from  Dysentery  in  contrast  with  the  previous  year 
when  there  were  several  cases.  In  view  of  the  increase  of  dysentery 
and  other  alimentary  infections  in  this  country  during  recent  years 
there  should  be  no  relaxation  on  the  part  of  those  concerned  in  dealing 
with  food  in  methods  of  improved  food  handling  and  personal  hygiene. 

There  were  two  cases' of  food  poisoning  (Salmonella  typhi  murium) 
from  an  infected  duck  egg.  As  indicated  in' the  body  of  my  report 
the  occurrence  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

During  1945  the  shortage  of  houses  in  Llangefni  was  acute. 

Many  families  lived  in  rooms  and  others  occupied  overcrowded  and  unfit 
houses.  The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  came  to  a standstill  on 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities  and  consequently  a number  of  condemned 
houses  remained  occupied  throughout  the  war.  The  Council  is  alive 
to  its  responsibilities  regarding  these  slum  dwellings  and  is  making 
every  effort  to  proceed  with  its  housing  programme.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  the  Council  by  the  ond  of  1945  had  50  prefabricated 
cungalows  ond  12  permanent  houses  in  course  of  erection  with  further 
housing  schemes  in  preparation. 


This  housing  programme  coincides  with  the  Council’s  proposed  new 
Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  which  is  essential  to  the  present  needs  of  the 
town  apart  from  any  future  development.

HOSPITALS  & AMBULANCES . 

There  are  two  hospitals  in  the'  district. 

(1)  The  Druid  Isolation  Hospital  is  maintained  by  the  Anglesey 
County  Council  and  caters  for  the  whole  of  Anglesey. 

The  number  of  beds  is  50, 

The  Ambulance  is  confined  to  the  use  of  fever  cases. 

(2)  The  Tuberculosis  Hospital  under  the  "King'  Edward  Vll  Welsh 
National  Memorial  Association"  has  accommodation  for  30  beds. 

The-  County  Ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  town  and  is 
available  for  all  non-inf octious  cases  at  the  request  of  a 

Medical  Practitioner. 

The  vehicle  is  excellently  serviced  and  is  always  ready 
with  a minimum  of  delay. 


MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE . 

The  two  District  Nurses  employed  by  the  local  "District 
Nursing  Association"  reside  in  the  Clinic  premises  maintained  by 
the  Local  Education  Authority. 

Here  also  the  following  Clinic  sessions  are  hold 


(a)  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  .......  - Weekly 

(b)  Infant  Welfare  Centre  - Fortnightly 

(c)  Ante  Natal  Clinic  - Monthly 

(d)  Ophthalmic  & Orthopaedic  Clinics  - Period icaliy 


The  two  Medical  Practitioners  in  this  town  attend  the 
Clinics  (a)  and  (b)  on  rota. 


Immunization  of  children  under  5 is  undertaken  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Orange  J.u ice- , hr o distributed  at  the  Clinic 
by  arrangement  with  the  Food  Office . for'  Infants  attending  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre,  It  .is  pleasing  to  'understand  that  the 
Food  Office  'at  Llangefni  holds  the'  record  in  the  Forth  Wales  Division 
for  distribution  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Orange  Juice.

The  standard  of  . nutrition  of -the  children  in  the'Urban  District 
n as  generally  good.  Tho  facilities  for  providing  mid-day  meals  and 
extra  milk  at  the  local’ schools  contributed  much  to  the  improved 
physique  of  tho  children. 


IIvSl ;1CT10R  & SUPERVISION  OF  FOODS. 

These  duties  devolve  upon  the  County  Council,  and  there  is  every 
co-operation  with  the  Llangefni  Urban  District  Council.  The  meat 

inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  officials  of  the  local  Council. 

MILK  & DAIRIES . 

There  are  6 Registered  Dairies  in  the  District.  Two  of  these 
are  T.T. -Milk  Producers  and  wore  periodically  inspected  and  samples 
were  taken  for  analysis  by  the  local  War  .^gr icultural  Committee. 

Tho  Milk  Factory  of  tho  Milk  Marketing  Board  is  situated  just 
outside  the  boundary  and  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  town  water 
supply.  The  effluent  from  this  factory  is  discharged  to  the  town 
sewer. 


TOWN  SEWERAGE. 

The  existing  sewage  disposal  works  are  entirely  unsatisfactory 
part icularily  having  regard  to  the  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
water  during  recent  years.  The  increase  in  the  consumption  of 
water  from  about  45,000  to  about  80,000  since  the  completion  of  the 
new  augmentat ion  Water  Scheme  in  1943  makes  it  imperative  to  provide 
a new  sewage  disposal  work  as  soon  as  possible. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  the  town  water  supply  proved  adequate,  average 
daily  consumption  being  80,000  gallons/ 

The  supply  is  now  derived  from  two  sources: 

(1)  From  an  open  reservoir,  the  capacity  of  which  is  800,000  gallons, 
and  fed  by  two  springs. 

(2)  The  other  source  is  water  obtained  from  the  Cefni.  river  which 
after  treating  with  Alumina  Ferric  in  sedimentation  tanks  passes 
through  high-pressure  filtration  plant  and  is  subsequently 
Chlorinated . 

Analysis  of  the  latter  shows  a very  high  standard,  viz: 

Ministry  of  Health  Classification  "A".  This  high  standard  is  not 
however  reached  by  the  water  in  the  open  reservoir,  but  the  bulk  of 
the  supply-  to  the.  town  is  of  the-  treated  water. 

There  are  still  certain  parts  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town  whose 
the  supply  is  not  quite  adequate,  this  will  be  remedied  when  the 
County  Water  Supply  is  in  operation. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  town  pipe-line  is  3=21, 
and  32  houses  are  served  by  means  of  a stand  pipe  fixed  in  various 
parts  of  the  town.

CASES  OF  DIPHTHERIA . 

18  cases  occurred  during  the  year  - affecting  9 households* 

A mother  aged  43  and  her  child  aged  9 months  died. 

Several  cases  of  Diphtheria' occurred  in  immunized  children*- 
SfcLGY*'WQ3?d  mostly  of  a mild  type  - 3 were  so  mild  that  it  was  difficult 
to  differentiate  them  from  carriers. 

No  deaths  occurred  in  immunized  persons*  The  usual 
precautionary  measures  were  taken  with  immediate  contacts  who  were 
swabbed,  and.  carriers  were  isolated  until  considered  free  from 
infection. 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  was  a high  proportion  of  adults 
attacked,  viz,  7 out  of  the  18  cases,  including  1 father,  3 mothers 
and  1 grandmother  of  notified  children. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  2 of  the  infants  attacked  were 
aged  8 months  and  9 months  respectively  (Faucial  Diphtheria), 

This  fact  can  be  cited  as  a reason  in  favour  of  earlier  immunization 
of  infants  (9  months  is  the  usual  practice  at  present). 

The  fact  that  Diphtheria  attacked  a proportion  of  immunized' 
children  can  also  be  cited  as  a reason  in  favour  of  additional 
prophylactic  injections  being  given  to  children  on  reaching  school 
age. 


FOOD  POISONING. 

With  reference  to  the  2 cases  of  Salmonella  typhi  murium  on 
October  4th,  1945,  a mother  and  child  (aged  10  months)  were  taken 
suddenly  and  acutely  ill  a few  hours  after  eating  a duck  egg. 

Food  poisoning  was  diagnosed  and  this  was  later  confirmed  by  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway  after  examination  of 
samples  of  faeces.  The  egg  was  found  to  have  come  from  a farm  in 
another  district  and  the  local  authority  concerned  was  notified  with 
view  to  precautionary  measures.  Three  other  duck  eggs  found  in  the 
patients -house  were  sent  to  Conway  for  examination  - they  proved  to 
be  negative.  Later  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
blood  tests  were  made  on  12  ducks  on  the  farm.  Two  of  the  ducks  were 
found  to  be  infected  with  typhi  murium  and  were  sent  to  Conway  for 
further  investigations. 

The  mother  and  child  who  had  been  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
made  a good  recovery.  No  other  cases  occurred „
